burke Square has long been devoted 
to educational purposes. A long time 
Corporation of our citizens ap- 
plied for the privilege of building an 
academy aad other educational facill- 
ties On that ground. The State gave it 
to them. ‘ue last of this band, the 
late Wm. Peace, Ezq., beld as Trustee 
until 1865, when be died and the prop- 
erty reverted to the commornwealti. 

Raleigh saciy needs an ad,anced Ac- 
cademy tor wales, with teachers in the 
practical departments of life, aud in such 
of the ornamental as the patronage of 
the institution: may demand. Now is 
the time for our Capitalists, thereicre, to 
tuke heid of the matter. Let them im- 
itate tue former generation, secure a 
charter, the perpetual use of Burke 
Square, erect large, courmodious buiid 
ings, employ practical teachers, and 
reap the harvest tur themseives as weil 
us the city. 

Such an Academy would now com- 
mand the patronage ot the entire State 
of Norih Carolina, and not less than 300 
students could be obtained under prop- 
er manavement. We commend these 
tucts to the attention of our moneyed 
citizens, who send tueir boys abroad to 
learn whea they could be better taught 
here, and others be induced to come, 
adding asubstantial revenue to every 
branch of business in 

We have iour female Seminaries In 4 
flourishiug condition, and surely one 
male institution would support itself 
and repay its owners most handsomely.

Tue tire originated, it seems, from 
sparks froma chimney, which was being 
burnt out, cate ving the rafters in a 
ber room. When the ames were first 
discovered they had gatued a consider- 
able headway under the Hooring. The 
prompt and judicious use cf the axe, 
apd nun erous buckets of water timely 
applied a while suppressed the 
ire. The building being a frame one 
its destruction would have been Certain 
had the discovery of the flames been a 
few minutes later. 

The damage to the building and the 
farniture will amount to but The 
escape of the house from total destruc- 
tion was a narrow one, and we congrat- 
ulate Major Lewis upon his good luck.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE STATE CaPI- 
TOL.—The present fine stone building 
was erected at a cost of half million dol- 
dars in gold. The wooden structure 
which occupied the same site was 


burned in 18381, and all of the records 
being saved, we believe, only the de- 
struction of the celebrated statue of 
Washington by Canova caused serious 
and lasting regret. Pieces of the mar- 
ble from the pedestal of this great 


work of art were being flung around 


the new building from room to 
room for several years before the war, 
but we believe they have all entirely 
disappeared, unless some one of them 
may now be ia the Geological Museum 
here in Raleigh or in Chapel Hill. The 
city of Raleigh first owed its impor- 
tance to the location of the Capitol 
buiding here. Six or seven of the large 
places in the State then, such as Edea- 


ton, Newbern, Kinston, Fayetteville, 


Wilmington, Hillsboro, Charlotte aad 
Salisbury, besides Asheville,we suppose, 
were contending forthis honor. Amid 
these conflicting interests,the Legislature 
finally voted the seat of government 
here, but the vote was scarcely deemed 
final, so that the place grew slowly, 
Capital sought investments elsewhere, 
prejudice was created as well as foster- 


ed ayeinst the future metropolis; and the 


village had a rough road to travel be- 
fore it numbered 5000 inhabitants, in 
cluding the suburbs, which was the 
case only just preceding the late war. 

The old Capitol building took fire on 
the root. John Bragg, Esq, the father 
of the late Governor, a builder and 
architect, had secured the jceb of repair- 
ing the roof. Owing to the negligence 
of some of the workmen fire was trans 
mitted to the wood werk of that por- 
tion of the building in broad day light 
from a soldering furnace, and the entire 
pile was consumed, No blame attached 
to Mr. Brage, hcowever, and the result 
has been all that Raleigh could have 
then hoped tor. 

The Legislature met in the succeeding 
year at the present old Governor’s palace, 
and after a protracted struggle, owing 
to the influence of the late Judge 
Seawell, $75,000 were first ap propria- 
ted to commence the building of a new 
State House at Raleigh. It is also a 
matter of bListory, we believe, that the 
vote of Hon. Burton Craige then deci 
ded this question in tavor of Raleigh 
over Strongest opponent at that day, 
the city of Fayetteville. The small 
appropriation, however, while not 
enough, rendered Judge Seawell im- 
menseiy popular in this councy, where 
his memory has still retained its influ- 
dnce, and also gave a moral weight to 
the claims of Raleigh over all cther as- 
piran:s, Which culminated in future 
liberal appropriations, and at that era 
in our National history in the erection 
of one of the finest buildings then in the 
United States of America. ‘ 

The corner-stone, @t the nottteust 
corner, was laid by Governor Swain, 
July 4th, 1833. The first contractor 
was relieved and a second employed’ 
And we believe some changes in the 
outward appearance of the dome and 
root also effected. In 1840, seven years 
afterward, the building Was open for 
occupation, and Governor Morehead 
was Inaugurated in Commons’ Hall, on 
Junuary Ist, 1841. Since that date, 
linpertections in the stone-work, except 
along the southern basement corridor, 
have never occurred, and the pile so se- 
curely cemented scems destined to defy 
the tooth of time for thousands of 
yeurs to come. However with the 
vrowth of our State, the building has 
at leneth become too small. Every de 
partment of government is cramped for 
room. Changes must be made hereatter 
tor the accommodation of public busi- 
ness, and we would sugyest the surren 
der of the present building in that case 
to the Legisiature and Judicial Departs 
ment, as the Capitol at Washington is 
now occupied, and the establishment of 
an Executive building elsewhere in the 
city. 

The old square was surrounded at 
first with a rail fence. In those days 
deer were plentiful in this vicinity, and 
a fine buck was killed early one morn. 
ing about 1812, grazing in the square, 
just in front of the present residence 
of Mrs. Badger. The iron fence now 
surrounding the park was voted in ’46, 
we believe, and its final passage was de- 
termined at that time by the vote of 
Colonel Fagy, of Buncem%e. Silas 
Burns was the contractor, and then had 
bis toundry at the siteof Tucker's Mill, 
on the Fayetteville road. Next came 
the ornamental work inside and the 
erection of the brenze statue of Wash- 
ington, This work was dedicated in a 
speech by the late Judge Romulus M. 
baunders, on the 4th of July, 1857. 

There are other little facts connected 
with the Capitel building, which are of 
interest, but one only will suffice to be 
mentioned The venerable Woalliam 
Wiite, our former Postmaster, 13) au- 
thority for the statement. The location 
of the building was never surveyed 
with an instrument, but six straight 
poles »were cut and skinned, three 
set in the centre of Elillsboro street, 
about one hundred yards westward, 
and three on Fayetteville, about the 
same distance apart southward. The 
line Was drawn trom each of them, and 
where they crossed on Capitol square is 
now marked the cerxtre of the State 
Capitol. The method being necessari- 
ly inaccurate, the surveys of the city 
ever since, dating from this exact point 
hitherto, have been imperfect and full 
of tribulations to our business popula- 
tion ; and it is believed in the future 
notiing short of a series of law-suits and 
« volume of Supreme Court reports will 
cut the Gordian Knot of the disputed 
inches vot boundary lives on our princi- 
pal thoroughfares, 

Since the war Raleigh has made vast 
strides towards Commercial importance. 
At one time cramped and oppressed, 
with ali her sister cities vieig in as- 
saults uvon her prosperity, the can now 
rely upon the exertions of her own cit- 
izeus in whose hands her most glorious 
future is placed. Loving her asa

WasHINGTON, March 25.—-A full Cab- 
inet discussed the threatened withdraw- 
al of postal cars.

The New Fuel and I)luminator. 


Applied science has recently added 
to the great inventions of the day a 
process tor extracting fuel from water. 
The author of tkis process, Mr. Ruck, 
an English practical chemist, has real- 
ized the old dream of scientists that the 
-exhaustless beating power stored in 
water may be actually employed for 
mechanical and domestic purposes, 
This brilliant idea, which, it is claimed, 
enables the inventor to set the Thames 
on fire, has been successfully tested and 
devcloped in the large works on the 
banks of the river near Battersea Park, 
and tle process which it originated is 
extremely simple and easily put in 
practice. Ordinary steam is brought 
through a pipe from one of the boilers 
of an eogine, and is allowed to pass 
through a red-hot horse-shoe-shaped 
tube, reposing in a fiercely burn- 
ing furnace. While in this tube 
the steam is superheated, so that 
its oxygen and bydrogen are ready to 
dissolve their alliance, and _after- 
wards it is forced into a retort filled 
with incandescent coke and iron trag- 
ments. The oxygen is left behind and 
forms with the iron scales of black rust, 
the hydrogen passes freely through the 
red retort, and when certain sulphurous 
vapors have been disengaged trom the 
residual gas there comes forth the “‘heat- 
ing gas,” super-eminently suited for all 
Caluritic purposes, Where heat without 
light is demanded. It is admirably 
adapted for ali kinds of stores and steam 
engine boilers. The cost of the gas at 
the works is fonnd to be only seven 
pence for a thcusand cubic feet, and 
tiis quantity would boil about fifty gal- 
lons of cold water. ‘This cost, it 1s said, 
can be reduced by using the waste heat 
of the retort furnace to supply thesteam, 
which is pow supplied by an indepen- 
dent boiler. 

The distinctive feature of the 
Ruck process tor making the new 
fuel gas is in the decomposition of 
the superheated flame by means 
of coke and iron, which remain for long 
periods in the retort without requiring 
chacge. Combined with this is also an 
arrangement for carbonizing the heating 
gas for purposes of illuminatios. This 
is done by making it pass through oll, 
trom which its carbon is received, and 
whence it issues an excellent gas, equal 
in illuminiting power to sixteen Can- 
dies for a consumption ot five cubic feet 
per hour in an Argand burner. The 
cost of the gas, as used for light, isa 
trifle less than fifty ceats per thousand 
cubic feet. 

This invention, if fully developed, 
will set at rest the uneasiness on the 
coal question and work a world-wide 
revolution in the cost of fuel and light 
for all purposes.
